‘Research needed 
into potholes’ 


T he main 

problem with 
recurring 
potholes is caused 
by the repairs. 
When a pothole is 
filled in, the repair 
tarmac is left 
higher than the 
surrounding road 
surface. I think the 
theory is that it will 
settle. 

What happens in 
practice is that the traffic 


forces the excess tarmac 
downwards and 
outwards and breaks the 
edges of the original 
hole making another 
pothole. 

The repair to this hole 
does exactly the same 
thing so we end up with 
more repairs than 
original road surface. 

I think more research 
into pothole repairs is 
needed, or, better still, 
resurface the whole 
road.

Young mum in 
close call at 
zebra crossing 


A young mother 
from St Athan has 
described the 
moment she, her 
three-year-old and 
her mother were 
almost hit by a van 
on a zebra crossing. 

The mum, who 
doesn’t want to be 
identified, told The 
GEM: “On Tuesday, 
April 19,1 went down to 
the local school with my 
mother to pick my three- 
year-old son up from 
nursery. It was his first 
day there. 

“It was a sunny day 
so I suggested to my 
mother, who is in a 
wheelchair, to come 
down with me to pick 
him up. 

“I picked my son up 
at 3pm and started to 
walk back. 

“We came to the 
zebra crossing in the 
village. My son had his 
hand between the 
wheelchair handle and 
my hand to cross the 
road. I always stop, look 
and listen with him, 

“As there were no 
cars coming I said ‘we 
can cross’. 

“As soon as I pushed 
the wheelchair onto the 
crossing a white van 
came speeding towards 
us. 

“I quickly pulled my 
son and the wheelchair 
back. The van still failed 


to stop and speeded past 
us. 

“He must of been 
doing between 40 and 
50mph. It was very 
scary to think all three of 
us could of been hit. 

“Einally we crossed 
the road. Some 
witnesses were shocked 
at what they had seen.” 

The young mum 
points out that the 
incident is not unique in 
the village 

“St Athan is very busy 
and even more so at 
school times. 

“This is not the first 
time there has been near 
miss in and around St 
Athan. We need speed 
bumps to slow the traffic 
down. 

“Something needs to 
be done soon, before a 
death - then it will be 
too little too late. 

“There are so many 
areas where there are 
schools with traffic 
calming measures, but St 
Athan has nothing. 

“There is a real issue 
with the crossing by the 
main road connecting St 
Athan and the new 
housing across the 
road.” 

She asked: “What will 
it take to make St 
Athan’s roads safer?”

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‘Hard-working’ man 
is jailed for bringing 
mobile phones 
into Parc Prison 


A CIVILIAN worker at Parc Prison, 
Bridgend, has been jailed for one year at 
Cardiff Crown Court for being in 
possession of a number of mobile phones 
and sim cards, writes AJ SICLUNA. 

Kabinet Douno (40), a man with no previous 
convictions, of Old School House, Llanharan, was 
found guilty of taking prohibited items into the 
prison. 

Prosecutor Meirion Davies said that Douno had 
worked in the food servery in the visitors’ hall. 

On May 24 of last year, a senior security manager 
arranged to have the staff searched. 

Douno was found to have two mobile phones on 
him. 

He admitted he owned them, and said one was to 
call his mother in South Africa. 

Later, four sim cards were also found, as well as 


a third mobile phone. 

Mr Davies pointed out that Douno was prohibited 
from taking such equipment into the prison. 

Douno denied the charge. He said he had made 
an “honest mistake”. 

His counsel, Lucy Crowther, said: “Mitigation 
can only go to the length of sentence. He has a 
young family to provide for and obviously, has lost 
his job.” 

She said he was ashamed to find himself in such 
a position and he was not the sort of person one 
would expect to find before a court. 

Passing sentence. Judge Philip Richards said: 
“Prisons depend upon their staff to be honest.” 

He added: “It is necessary for me to deprive you 
of your liberty. You have been a hard-working 
person and I take that into account. But it has to be 
made clear there are serious consequences for 
behaviour of this sort.” 


Jail sentence 
handed down 
after burglar 
caught in act 


A MAN who was 
caught trying to 
escape from police via 
the roof of a house he 
was burgling, was 
jailed for three years 
and six months at 
Cardiff Crown Court 
on Wednesday, April 
20 . 

On Tuesday, March 
22, Darren Douglas 
Thomas of no fixed 
abode headed for the 
skylight of the 
Ystradowen house to get 
away from police who 
were checking on the 
property he had broken 
into. 

Officers went inside 
the house when they 
noticed that the top glass 
panel of the UPVC door 
had been smashed. 

The 40-year-old was 
caught in the act by 
police officers who 
managed to grab hold of 
him and pull him to the 
floor before he got 
through a skylight. 

He was found in 
possession of jewellery 
including child bangles, a 
pocket watch, earrings, 
and cash which had been 
taken during his search of 
the address. 

He was wearing 
children’s tights, which 
he had found in the 
house, over his shoes to 
avoid leaving footprints. 

Darren Thomas also 
admitted he was 
responsible for five other 
burglaries committed 
throughout March in 
Bridgend, Tonypandy, 
Pentre, Treherbert and 
Pontypridd. 

He pleaded guilty to 
the offences at Cardiff 
Crown Court on April 12. 

Speaking after

sentencing. Detective 
Sergeant Paul Mason, 
said: “Darren Douglas 
Thomas deserves his 
time behind bars. He 
invaded the privacy of 
family homes to take 
anything of value and 
searched bedrooms and 
property belonging to 
children. 

“Our officers 

responded quickly that 
night and were 
confronted with a 
dangerous situation, 
having to go inside the 
house knowing full well 
that they may come face 
to face with the suspect 
who for all they knew 
could have been armed. 
Luckily he wasn’t, but 
without a thought, PCs 
Ceri Cole, Daniel Parry, 
and Andrew James 
managed to contain the 
suspect, preventing what 
could have been a 
dangerous pursuit on the 
roof of the house.” 

Darren Douglas 
Thomas was also ordered 
to pay a victim surcharge 
of £120 within 42 
months.

How Geoff captured 
that classic flying 
image in New Zealand 


A BARRY freelance 
aviation 

photographer has 
returned from New 
Zealand after 
undertaking a very 
special assignment. 

Geoff Jones (66) who 
learnt to fly at Rhoose 
Airport in the late 70s, 
told The GEM: “I was 
able to shoot, air-to- 
water, the southern 
hemisphere’s only 
airworthy PBY Catalina 
flying boat. 

“It dates from 1944 
and was imported to 
New Zealand by 
enthusiasts from Africa 
in 1994. 

“It started flying again 
on February 28 
following a year 
restoration process. I 
took shots of the 
Catalina landing on Lake 
Wanaka in the South 
Island of New Zealand 
at the end of March.” 

Geoff been doing 
aviation photography 
worldwide since the 
1960s. One of his 
Catalina photos has been 
published in the latest 
edition of Flight 
International. 

Aviation has been a 
huge part of Geoff’s life. 
“I own a half share in a 
Jodel D120 two-seat 
light aircraft.” 

Capturing the right 
images is a tricky 
business. 

“I’ve always been 
interested in 
photographing aircraft 
and the best medium to 
do this is air-to-air. 

“It is immensely 
difficult to organise and 
requires detailed briefing 
and impeccable safety 
standards. 

“The two pilots flying 
the camera plane and the 
subject aircraft have to 
be able to fly 
competently in close 
formation. 

“The photographer 
relies heavily on the pre¬ 
flight briefing and the 
competency of the two 
pilots. 

“It is much easier 
since the dawn of digital 
photography.

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Power station 
says changes 
will meet strict 
emissions rules

Mother’s plea: ‘Let my 
daughter stay at home’

FOLLOWING the 
successful 
completion of a 
major 
environmental 
project at Aberthaw 
Power Station 
earlier this year, 
RWE is announcing 
its decision to 
further reduce 
emissions and 
increase fuel 

diversity. 

A spokeswoman for 
the power station said: 
“The technology selected 
for this next project will 
enable all three of the 
station’s 500MW units to 
expand the range of coal 
they can use. This will 


enable the safe and 
efficient burning of 
higher volatile coal while 
maintaining the 

capability to bum Welsh 
low-volatile coal. 

“Importantly, this will 
yield a 30 per cent 
reduction in nitrogen 
oxide (NOx) emissions 
when burning higher 
volatile fuels. This will 
ensure that we fully 
comply with our future 
emissions obligations. 

“We are working to 
secure the future 
operations of Aberthaw 
Power Station. We must, 
however, recognise that 
the current market for 
energy generation 

remains extremely 

challenging and demand 


for coal generation over 
the coming years is 
expected to be low 
compared to recent 
times. 

“Against this 

backdrop, we have to 
make decisions to future- 
proof our operations. 

“We have announced a 
change to our operating 
regime, which will focus 
on ensuring secure 
capacity is available 
when needed but with 
lower energy generation 
operations. 

“Aberthaw Power 
Station has generated 
energy for over 40 years, 
and says it will continue 
to have a role to play in 
the transition of the UK 
to a lower carbon energy 
system by providing 
guaranteed capacity at 
times of high demand 
and with lower 
emissions.” 

Richard Little, 

Aberthaw Power Station 
manager: “When market 
conditions are very 
difficult, it is testament to 
the hard work and 
dedication of our people 
that we can adapt the 
station to ensure that it 
continues to play a key 
role into the future.” 


The mother of an 
autistic teenager 
says she might have 


to send her 
daughter to either a 
college in 

Llandovery or 
Cheltenham 
because the council 
won’t fund 

specialist help 
locally. 


Angela Thomas, aged 
40, who lives in Penarth, 
says her 18-year-old 
daughter Romana has 
been given the choice of 
going to either Coleg 
Elidyr, in Llandovery, 
Carmarthenshire, or the 
National Star College, in 
Cheltenham, 
Gloucestershire. 

Angela points out that 
Coleg Elidyr is a round 
trip of 140 miles and 
National Star College 
would involve a round 
trip of over 160 miles. It 
would mean a residential 
arrangement and Angela 
would see Romana every 
six weeks or so. 

Angela is 

campaigning for her to 
have a local placement so 
Romana (18) can stay 
with the family. 

The Vale Council told 


The GEM its aim was “to 
provide the most 
appropriate support and 
care package” for 
Romana. 

Single-mum Angela, 
who also has a son 
Benjamin, aged three, 
wants Romana to go to 
the National Autistic 
Society’s Ty Yfory day 
centre in Cardiff. That 
would be either a full¬ 
time arrangement for a 
year, or part time over 
two years. It is run by the 
National Autistic Society. 

Angela claims the 
Vale Council won’t fund 
a place there so she is 
attempted to raise 
daunting sum of £40,000 
required to pay for it (see 
the ‘go fund me’ link at 
end of story). 

Angela’s fear is the 
effect on Romana if she 
has to go into a 
residential setting a long 
way from home. 

She explained: 

“Romana has complex 
needs, suffers extreme 
anxiety and OCD over 
changes, and she 
becomes very distressed 
when her routine is 
disrupted, which then 
results in meltdowns. 

“She requires ‘one-to- 
one’ specialist support 


and is virtually non¬ 
verbal and extremely 
vulnerable. 

“When her school 
changed its location last 
year she developed 
attachment issues with 
people and her behaviour 
deteriorated. 

“I believe that a long 
distance residential 
college would not be a 
suitable option for 
Romana. It could have a 
long-lasting detrimental 
effect on her mental state 
and behaviour, being torn 
away from everything 
and everyone she knows 
and loves at home. 

“Eunding is only 
available for college for 
two years - then she 


would be back home in 
the same situation, trying 
to secure a specialist 
adult day placement 
when this is what we 
want now. 

“Professionals agree 
Ty Yfory would meet her 
needs and would be a 
cheaper option than 
residential college. 

“I don’t understand 
why it is such a difficult 
task to keep her at home. 
The provision should be 
available when we live in 
a city area like Cardiff 
and the Vale.” 

At the moment, 
Romana attends Ysgol Y 
Deri in Penarth and 
Angela has applied for a 
place at a special needs 


unit within Bridgend 
College in the event that 
her bid to get Romana 
into Ty Yfory fails. 

She points out that a 
‘day arrangement’ should 
cost the public purse less 
than a long distance, 
residential solution. 

A Vale Council 
spokesman said: “As 
with all clients, our care 
managers carry out a 
comprehensive 
assessment to identify 
each individual’s 

particular needs. 

“Based upon an 
individual’s assessment, 
we make 

recommendations that 
will best address their 
needs and support them 
to develop new skills and 
increase their level of 
independence. 

“When making 

recommendations, we are 
always mindful of other 
factors such as location 
and distance from 
support networks. 

“We are continuing to 
work with Romana and 
her family to provide the 
appropriate care package, 
including day care and 
respite.”

for Romana’s place at Ty 
Yfory.

THE recent 90th 
birthday 
celebrations for Her 
Majesty the Queen 
brought back fond 
memories for a 
Llantwit Major 
woman. 

It was in 1961, 55 
years ago, that Luba 
Ashworth was presented 
to the young Queen 
Elizabeth at a Royal gala 
ice skating show. 

Luba, now aged 83, 
told The GEM: “I was 
single then, and my 
maiden name was Luba

Natova. My family had 
left Russia at the time of 
the revolution, but I had 
grown up in Streatham in 
London. 

“The Queen asked 
about my name and 
enquired where I came 
from, so I said 
Streatham. She laughed 
and we had a chat about 
my family history. 

“She was really 
relaxed and charming.” 

At the time, Luba was 
the principal skater with 
Tom Arnold, who was 
the leading skating 
impresario of the day. 

Luba said: “I took up 
skating quite late, at 
about 12, but I made 
quick progress and 
turned professional at 
16.” 

Her first job offer was 
in the chorus of a skating 
show at low pay, but she 
stood up for herself and 
became a principal 
skater - earning the 
princely sum of £10 a 
week! 

The principal skater is 
a featured performer, 
doing her own solo spots, 
and understudying the 
star. Eor much of Luba’s 
time in skating, she 
understudied Jacqueline 
du Bief - a former world 
champion. 

Jacqueline and Luba 
became good friends. 
Jacqueline is now 85, but 
the pair are still in touch! 

In those days, skating 
shows were not in arena 
venues such as the 
Cardiff Motorpoint 
Arena. In the provinces, 
the show still went on - 
even if the stage was 
quite small. 

However, there were 
also more ambitious 
venues, and Luba 
remembers appearing in 
Peter Pan at the Empire 
theatre, London. 

She said: “They 
wanted Peter Pan and 
Tinkerbell to fly - I was 
playing Tinkerbell, but 
the science of ‘flying’ on 
stage was in its infancy. 

“After the first 
rehearsal, I had bruises 
all over my legs!” 

She continued skating

for Tom Arnold until she 
married and decided to 
start a family. There were 
offers to lure her away, 
one from Paul 
Raymond’s Revue Bar, 
where the Soho club 
owner thought that 
topless ice skating might 
be a good gimmick. 

Luba said: “The 
money was terrific, he 
went up to £150 a week, 
which was big money 
then, but I wasn’t 
interested.” 

After she married, she 
came to live in 
Llantrisant and had two 
daughters. Luba is 
intensely proud that both 
entered the medical 
profession - one is 
surgeon, and one a GP. 

She also has four 
grandchildren, and two 
of those are in medical 
school. The other two are 
a little young to have 
settled on a career path. 

Helping people with 
their careers became 
Luba’s own profession 
after she retired from 
skating. She worked at 
executive level with the 
agencies Manpower and 
Pertemps. 

It was 40 years ago 


that she settled in 
Llantwit Major, and until 
five years ago she lived 
in her cottage in West 
Road. 

The genes that made 
her a good skater, and her 
own self discipline, 
meant that she stayed 
active. 

She was a regular in a 
local gym until the age of 
81, only giving that up 
when she injured her 
back exercising her leg 
muscles by pressing 
100kg. 

She said: “I should 
never have tried to lift 
that extra 5k!” 

Luba has so many 
memories of her life in 
skating. 

Just one concerns the 
British Olympic gold 
medal winning free 
skater, John Curry. 

She said: “I went to 
see him skate and he 
recognised me! He said 
that he had always loved 
watching me skate. He 
invited me backstage as 
well.” 

John Curry also gave 
her a signed photo, and 
he wrote to Luba: 
“Thank you for your 
inspiration.”

IN BATTLE TO 
PRESERVE 
VILLAGE PEACE 



THE small village of Treoes in 
the western Vale is known for 
its picturesque setting, but 
local residents feel they are 
having to fight hard to 
maintain its peace and quiet. 

The village lies on the border with 
Bridgend county borough and people 
are concerned that activity on the 
town’s Waterton Industrial Estate is 
having a detrimental impact on their 
lives. 

Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC) said it is currently 
investigating planning issues relating 
to the site. 

Ward Jones (Bridgend) Ltd, which 
operates from the industrial estate, 
told The GEM that the company 
would not be making any comment at 
this stage. 

One resident, whose house is in 
sight of the industrial estate, said 
villagers had fought a campaign in 
2002 to ensure activities on the estate 
didn’t intrude into their daily lives, 
but that now the spectre of noise (and 
the sight of the previously hidden 
buildings) had reared its head once 
more. 

She explained: “We hear loud 
bangs and fear the noise is becoming 
as intrusive as before. 

“We went to a hearing in 2002 and 
conditions were imposed on hours of 
operation and noise levels. It was 
okay until recently.” 

The village action group says trees 
and hedges that shielded the village 
from the industrial estate have been 
stripped away. 

The resident said: “The noise 
bothers me and the building we can 
now see is an eyesore. We thought we 
had won this battle in 2002.” 

In 2002, Vale planning officers 
even arrived on the scene with sound 
equipment to monitor levels of noise 
from the estate. 

Villagers say previous owners of 
the five acre site which acted as a 
buffer between the village and the 
industrial estate, TB Davies (UK) Ltd, 


gained permission for a change of use 
of the land so it could be used for 
business, industrial and storage 
purposes. 

But under a new owner clearance 
work went ahead. 

A Treoes Action Group 
spokesperson explained: “BCBC 
applied important conditions before 
the site could be cleared ready for the 
area to be developed.” 

However, villagers believe the new 
owner of the land Ward Jones 
(Bridgend) Ltd has not followed the 
conditions. 

The group spokesperson said: 
“When clearance started in October 
last year villagers pleaded with BCBC 
planning officers to stop the work and 
all they could say is they didn’t have 
the powers to do so. ‘Clearance’, they 
said, is not part of the development 
process.” 

The group says the developer 
should have presented tree, 
environment and landscape reports 
before starting clearance work. 

“We believe the tree report arrived 
with BCBC in early April - seven 
months late. Villagers believe the 
report suggests the trees were either 
dead or dangerous and who now in 
BCBC can argue given the trees and 
long, old hedge are gone?” 

The Treoes group says it would 
welcome advice from any legal, 
planning or environmental specialist 
and can be contacted at:

Jane Hutt recently met villagers to 
listen to the latest concerns. 

The GEM asked BCBC for its 
view on the villagers’ concerns and 
the issues raised, and a council 
spokesman responded: “The site is 
currently the subject of a planning 
enforcement investigation and there is 
a current planning application to 
extend operating hours on an 
adjacent area of land. 

“Members of the public have been 
invited to comment on the application, 
and any representations will be taken 
into account as part of the

A Llanmaes woman 
immortalised as 
‘The Blackpool

the front of The

has now written her 
autobiography. 

Pat Stewart (82) lives 
in quiet retirement now, 
but at one time she was 
a John Tiller Girl and 
rubbed shoulders with 
some of the most famous 
people in show business. 
Later she became a 
showbiz agent. 

Now Pat has penned 
her life story, ‘The Girl 
in the Spotty Dress’. 

In it she tells of her 
early dancing days, 
brushes with the rich and 
famous, and the famous 
image that first brought 
her to public attention. 

The image of Pat and 
a friend on Blackpool 
front became an 
enduring image of post¬ 
war Britain. 

Pat explained: 
“Although it was 65 
years ago, I have a clear 
recollection of having 
the photograph taken. At 
the time, I was working 
on Blackpool North Pier 
as a dancer kicking my 
legs!” 

The photograph was 
taken by Bert Hardy and 
graced the front page of 
The Picture Post 
magazine’s 50th 
anniversary edition. Bert 
invited Pat and fellow 
dancer Wendy Clark to 
perch on the railings of 
Blackpool promenade. 

Wendy, sporting a 
white dress, was gazing 
down at the beach, Pat, 
in the polka dot dress, 
was in a more risque 
pose with the wind 
blowing up the dress to 
reveal a shapely leg. 

“There was a 12 foot 
drop off the other side 
and I wrapped one foot 
round the railings and 
giggled, partly out of 
flight, just as there was a 
gust of wind - at that 
moment he took the 
picture.” 

Magazine readers 
loved the photograph for 
capturing a carefree, 
golden moment in the 
sunshine at the British 
seaside. 

“The war had recently 
finished. We had gone 
through austere years, 
and it was a new 
beginning for the youth 
of the 1950s. Who 
knows why it became 
iconic - but it did.” 

Leatherstone-bom 
Pat’s headteacher wanted 
her to be a gym teacher 
or physiotherapist, but 
her dream was to be on 
the stage. 

Her breakthrough 
came as a 16-year-old 
when she saw an 
advertisement for 
dancers to take part in a 
pantomime that was due 
to take place at the 
Theatre Royal in Leeds. 

Her showbiz career 
developed from being a 
dancer to becoming part 
of a theatrical douWe act 
‘Nick and Pat Lundon’

with Bernard Bresnick. 
She even appeared in 
one show with Laurel 
and Hardy in 1953 and 
was given a signed 
photo. 

Her association with 
Wales began when she 
met and married the 
Welsh comedian Johnny 
Stewart in Weymouth in 
1956. Johnny had a long 
and successful career on 
TV, in the theatre and on 
the club circuit. He even 
appeared on Sunday 
Night at the Palladium. 

Pat performed with 
and befriended some of 
the biggest names in 
showbusiness so her 
memoir is full of 
fascinating anecdotes. 
Among the stars she 
knew were Benny Hill, 


Morecambe and Wise, 
Diana Dors and the 
Beverley Sisters. 

She and her husband 
even met the Kray 
brothers at the Park 
Hotel in Cardiff when 
she was a showbiz agent 
and putting on shows to 
raise funds for families 
affected by the Aberfan 
disaster. Despite their 
notorious reputation, the 
Krays gave £300 to the 
disaster fund. 

Live years ago Pat hit 
the headlines, including 
in The GEM, when a 
woman in Cornwall 
incorrectly claimed that 
she had been the ‘girl in 
polka dot dress’. 

The result was that she 
appeared on the The One 
Show in a segment 
filmed at The Lamb and 
Llag Public House in 
Wick, in which it was 
made clear she was true 
Blackpool belle.

Thirty years ago the 
little buses were the 
answer to passenger

The first ones started 
in Barry on May 6, 1986 
and were really quite 
small, just 16 seats based 


on a Ford Transit, and the 
first 12 were soon added 
to with bus privatisation 
and deregulation 

changing attitudes to 
public transport travel. 

Following Barry, by 
the end of the year they 
were in Cowbridge, 
Newbridge, Ty-sign and 
Newport; throughout 
Cwmbran, in Pontypridd, 
Mountain Ash and The 
Rhondda. Within three 
years, they were in most 
towns such as Porthcawl, 
Merthyr Tydfil, Ebbw 
Vale, Monmouth, and 
even in Bristol. People in 
Cardiff would have seen 
them outside the former 
David Morgan’s 

department store in The 
Hayes. 

Mike continued: “Our

Tabby-and-white puss Chloe went missing in 
2010 after jumping from a pet carrier in Caerphilly 
where she had been taken for a routine 
appointment by owner Rebecca Lee. 

After living as a stray and being cared for by an 
elderly woman just over a mile away, Chloe was 
eventually handed into Cats Protection’s Bridgend 
Adoption Centre where a quick scan of her 
microchip meant she could finally be reunited with 
her owner.

She said: “Chloe had jumped from the pet 
carrier in the car park and we never saw her again. 

I put up posters and placed adverts and shortly 
after got a call to say a cat matching her 
description had been found dead by the roadside. 

“I was devastated but came to terms with her 
death. Unbeknown to me at the time, it seems she 
had wandered as a stray before eventually finding 
an elderly lady who had taken her in. 

“It was a real shock but lovely news to hear that 
Chloe had been found and was alive and well after 
so many years. I am delighted to be reunited with 
her and would advise all owners to get their cats 
microchipped and keep their details up to date. I 
would like to thank the team at Cats Protection for 
their part in bringing us back together at last.” 

Cats Protection’s Bridgend Adoption Centre 
deputy manager Molly Hughes said Chloe had 
been brought in by the family of the elderly woman

who had become too frail to care for her. 

She said: “We scanned Chloe, which is routine 
for all cats coming into our care and our 
receptionist noticed she was registered to a 
different owner and address. We managed to get 
hold of Rebecca, Chloe’s original owner, who was 
shocked to hear from us that Chloe was in our 
care. 

“Chloe was nervous with us but she was very 
happy to see Rebecca and started rolling over and 
purring when she saw her. 

“It’s great to have been able to reunite Chloe 
with her family, and it was touching to see them 
together. 

“Chloe’s story goes to show why microchipping 
is so important and how effective it is. However, 
just as important as having your cat microchipped 
is keeping the details up to date. We often have 
microchipped cats come into our care and are sadly 
unable to reunite them with their owners because 
the contact details on the database are incorrect.”

R eaders of 

this week’s 
GEM should 
already be aware 
of the latest 
exciting 
development at 
Barry Island. 

The resort continues 
to go from strength to 
strength and its ongoing 
resurgence, sparked by 
the regeneration 
programme led by the 
Vale Council, has now 
brought the first open 
top bus service to the 
resort for 20 years. 

Since we began our 
work to bring Barry 


Island back to its best 
we have always been 
mindful of the need to 
improve transport links. 

This is why the 
council has improved 
the road layout, 
enhanced parking 
provision, established a 
park and ride service, 
and of course brought 
forward the construction 
of the new link road. 

It is also why we 
have worked with the 
operator of the new 
open-topped bus service 
to bring the route to the 
Island and provide yet 
another way for visitors 
to access the resort. 


perhaps even with the 
wind in their hair! 

The past month has 
also seen another 
important development 
for the Vale’s transport 
network. 

I have often referred 
in this column to the 
ways in which the Vale 
Council works with 
other public 
organisations and the 
voluntary sector to help 
our resident’s access the 
services they need. 

The launch of the 
community transport 
scheme that will serve 
the new Dinas Powys 
Medical Centre is 
another excellent 
example of this 
partnership working. 

As many GEM 
readers will know the 
new centre has now 
opened, and it will 
serve 10,000 residents 
in a modern, high 
quality facility that will 
enable the delivery of 
first class care services 
to the local area. 

During the 
consultation process 
that preceded the 
building of the new 
centre, one of the most 
common concerns 
raised was the difficulty 
that some residents may 
have in getting to the 
new site. 

I was delighted 
therefore when our 
transport team presented 


me with a plan to 
address this perceived 
obstacle. 

From this month, in 
order to help local 
residents to reach the 
new centre, the Vale 
Council and Dinas 
Powys Voluntary 
Concern (DPVC) will 
be working in 
partnership to provide 
free transport to the 
medical centre. 

Any Dinas Powys 
resident will be able to 
call on the service, 
which is being provided 
using a vehicle 
purchased by the 
council and driven by 
DP VC volunteers. 

The service will be 
available every 
weekday morning to 
transport residents to 
pre-booked 

appointments. Then, in 
the afternoons, the 
vehicle will be made 


available to members of 
Greenlinks, the 
council’s community 
transport scheme, which 
anyone can join. 

In other news, as 
well as green links there 
will be many more 
green fingers in the Vale 
over the next few 
months as the council’s 
seasonal summer parks 
team begin their work. 

On top of the six 
award-winning ‘Green 
Flag’ parks, there are 
scores of other play 
areas and green spaces 
across the Vale. 

These require 
considerable upkeep 
during the summer 
months to keep them 
looking their best and I 
am confident that this 
year’s team will 
enthusiastically meet 
that challenge. 

Two parks that will 
certainly be looking 


better than ever this 
summer are Victoria 
Park and Hatch Quarry 
in Barry. 

As regular GEM 
readers will already 
have seen, Victoria Park 
has had a full 
restoration of its iconic 
bandstand and I was 
recently at the opening 
of a new play area in 
the Hatch Quarry. 

With so many green 
spaces across the Vale 
valued by our residents, 
we are of course not 
stopping at these two. 

Over the course of 
last year and during 
2016 a long list of parks 
and play areas will see 
the benefits of council 
investment. I look 
forward to updating 
readers via this column 
as our work progresses, 
and seeing even more 
families enjoying these 
fantastic spaces. 

Finally, I would like 
to use this month’s 
column to make GEM 
readers aware of a 
significant change in 
how they can access 
information on the care 
and support services 
available to them as 
Vale of Glamorgan 
residents. 

The Social Services 
and Well Being (Wales) 
Act came into effect on 
April 6, 2016, and this 
new law gives everyone 
in Wales a greater say 
in the care and support 
they receive, and also

TV licensing reminder 
to all caravan owners 


WITH many people about to 
flock to holiday hotspots across 
the Vale and Bridgend county 
borough over the May bank 
holiday, TV Licensing is 
reminding people to check they 
are correctly licensed, as some 
caravan owners will need a 
second TV licence. 

Although the majority of UK homes 
are correctly licensed, holidaymakers 
who plan to watch or record live TV in 
their static caravan or mobile home 


will need a second licence if TV 
receiving equipment is in use at both 
addresses at the same time. 

If a TV set or other equipment is 
never in use at both locations at the 
same time, one licence will cover both 
addresses. 

Touring caravans and motor-homes 
are covered by the TV licence at the 
holder’s home address and so do not 
require an additional licence.

behind the camera 
- at least, until 
now. 

Cheadle’s passion 
project has been a 
biopic of jazz musician 
Miles Davis, considered 
one of the most 
influential musicians of 
the 20th century, and it 
reaches cinemas in 
Miles Ahead. As well as 
directing, Cheadle plays 
Davis in a story set in 
the 1970s. 

When Davis is 
approached by 
journalist Dave Brill 
(Ewan McGregor) for 
an interview, Davis 
takes Brill on a journey 
to retrieve master tapes 
that he believes to be 
his. Criss-crossing 
between this tale and 
his past, the film tells 
the story of how Davis 
became the icon he is 
today... 

The passion project 
can either be a blessing 
or a curse, a huge 
success or a gigantic 
disaster. For Don 
Cheadle, Miles Ahead is 
pressure enough, not to 
mention that he is in the 
director’s chair for the 


first time - would this 
be another case of 
actor’s folly? 

Thankfully it isn’t - 
what it is, instead, is a 
shaggy dog biopic, a 
film that gives you a 
glimpse into the 
craziness of Miles 
Davis’ life without 
resorting to a formulaic, 
A-Z of the genre, 
enlivened no end by 
enjoyable performances 
and Cheadle’s stylish 
and invigorating 
direction. 

It’s not a film that 
digs too deeply below 
the surface - there are 
no clips of a young 
Miles making his 
formative steps in 
learning to play the 
trumpet, the sort of 
thing that are ten a 
penny in most biopics. 

Instead, using the 
template of latter-day 
Miles and Dave Brill’s 
caper to retrieve the 
stolen master tapes, we 
have a framework that 
Cheadle and fellow 
screenwriter Steve 
Baigleman use to weave 
in moments from Davis’ 
past, most notably his 


relationship with wife 
Francine (Emayatzy 
Corinealdi), and seeing 
how we get to latter-day 
Miles. 

It’s a fresh take on 
what could have been a 
very staid and dry film, 
but Cheadle’s direction 
is another of the trump 
cards played here. The 
film moves around with 
a confidence and ease 
of pace that belies the 
fact that this is 
Cheadle’s first time 
behind the camera. 

Having worked with 
some of the top 
directors, he certainly 
isn’t short of 
inspiration, but if you 
were going to pin down 
one influence that 
comes across it would 
have to be Steven 
Soderbergh, and the 
way the camera just 
meanders through film 
with a languid feel. 

For a film about a 
jazz musician (a 
description Davis 
certainly wouldn’t 
approve of), there is 
much of that music’s 
feel in Cheadle’s 
direction, the editing

and composition of the 
film giving an air of 
improvisation and 
detached cool that 
marks out Cheadle as a 
director with real 
potential. 

The performances are 
extremely enjoyable, 
with Cheadle chief as 
the irascible genius; 
whether it’s in Davis’ 
earlier years, as we see 
him cajole and persuade 
Francine to curtail her 
own ambitions for him, 
or the later years as his 
frustration at the music 
industry and those 
trying to benefit off his 
back, Cheadle is quietly 
magnetic, delivering a 
wonderful turn. 

Ewan McGregor 
enjoys himself in a 
freewheeling role as the 


comically duplicitous 
journalist who goes 
wherever the story is 
with scant concern for 
the impact it has on 
others, while Emayatzy 
Corinealdi is strong as 
the love of Davis’ life 
and the always- 
watchable Michael 
Stuhlbarg as a seedy 
manager who finds 
himself embroiled with 
Davis. 

If the film has a fault 
it’s only that the 
flashback sequences 
lack the fizz and life of 
the framing narrative, 
that the cliches you so 
often find in these films 
are more apparent here 
than elsewhere. 

However, it’s a small 
complaint about what 
is, on the whole, a fun 


and engagingly 
delivered story about 
one of music’s true 
geniuses. 

VERDICT: A superb 
telling of an interesting 
life. Miles Ahead 
captures the liberated 
and loose personality of 
the subject matter 
wonderfully well, in 
what is an auspicious 
debut for Don Cheadle 
behind the camera. He’s 
pretty impressive in 
front of it as well, and 
while it perhaps doesn’t 
dig too deep, it still 
works as an 
unconventional look at 
the life of Miles Davis.

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Plaid want more 
details on the 
reorganisation of 
secondary schools 


PLAID Cymru have called for 
more detailed information 
after the Vale Council 
announced a change of plan 
for the future of secondary 
schools in Barry. 

In October last year, it was 
suggested that Ysgol Bro Morgannwg 
would be expanded, and that Barry 
Boys Comprehensive would, in 
effect, merge with Bryn Hafren to 
create a new mixed English-medium 
school. 

After the plans were presented, an 
advisory board was set up, with 
representatives from the three schools 
affected, and the result of their 
deliberations was presented to the 
Vale Council’s lifelong learning 
scrutiny committee last week. 

The report agreed in principle that 
the preferred option was to: 

• Expand Ysgol Bro Morgannwg 
on its current site with a new entrance 
from Port Road; 

• Build a brand new 11-18 mixed 
sex school on the site of Barry 
Comprehensive School; 

• Create a modern, 11-18 mixed 
sex school by refurbishing and 
modernising the Bryn Hafren 
buildings. 

. Coun Chris Eranks said: “The 


Plaid group has been concerned to see 
standards rise in the English Medium 
secondary schools for many years. 

“So the continued delay in 
modernising the buildings has been 
very frustrating. However, simply 
reorganising Barry Comprehensive 
and Bryn Hafren is not enough in 
itself.” 

He said that Plaid members were 
concerned about how pupils would be 
protected from disruption during the 
building programme. 

He said: “The proposal to spend 
£900,000 on environmental 
improvements, including 

redecorations, was interesting. It was 
made clear at the meeting that Barry 
Comprehensive would be totally 
demolished. 

“The council will have to show that 
spending this sum for such a short 
period before demolition is value for 
money. Plaid also wants to know 
what physical improvement will take 
place at Bryn Hafren. 

“A big question is what will be the 
final costs. Parents will need to be 
reassured on this vital matter. 

“Let’s be blunt the results from 
these schools must improve. Eor too 
long a time pupils have not fully 
benefited from educational 
opportunities.” J

finally got the home 
side running. 

The opening

Student plans to return home to tackle Ebola 


A STUDENT who arrived in the UK from 
Sierra Leone in the midst of the 2014 
Ebola outbreak has not only completed 
his International Baccalaureate (IB) 
studies, but been awarded scholarship 
offers to US universities and a grant to 
return home to combat Ebola 
stigmatisation. 

Abu Balcarr (22), liails from Northern Sierra 
Leone and lias spent the last year and half studying 
at LfWC Atlantic College, the international 
residential sixth form college based in St Donat’s. 

At LfWC Atlantic College, there are more than 
350 students from over 90 countries. Lfpon his 
arrival, he spolce only brolcen English piclced up in 
high school, having spolcen Creole at home his entire 
life. 

After graduating from high school in Sierra Leone 
in 2012, Abu joined Voluntary Service Overseas 
(VSO), and was subsequently encouraged to apply 
for a place at Atlantic College, who have close li nk s 
with the organisation. 

Today, Abu is preparing to graduate from the IB 
Certificate Programme in the summer. Having 
worked closely with the college’s English 
department and University admissions team, he is 
weighing up scholarship offers from Wartburg 


College in Iowa, Methodist University in North 
Carolina and West mi nster College in Missouri to 
study business. 

Abu’s time in Wales has had a profound effect of 
his life today, but he almost missed the opportunity 
to start at the UWC Atlantic College altogether. 

Visa restrictions around the 2014 Ebola outbreak 
in West Africa meant he could only arrive a month 
into the academic year. 

As an UWC Atlantic College student, Abu’s time 
was split equally between his IB studies and co- 
curricular activities. These activities are grouped 
into one of four faculties - environmental, global, 
social justice and outdoor. 

Abu chose to join the social justice faculty, which 
sees students working within their local 
communities to aid refugees, the elderly, children 
from disadvantaged home backgrounds, and 
children and adults with mental and physical 
disabilities. 

Abu believes that his passion for volunteering has 
made his co-curricular work to be one of the most 
rewarding aspects of his time at UWC Atlantic 
College. 

Recently, he was awarded the college’s GoMAD 
grant - a £1,000 donation that gives students an 
opportunity to make a real-world difference and put 
into practice the ideals of UWC. Abu will use the

grant to return to Sierra Leone in July, immediately 
after his final IB exams to help combat Ebola 
stigmatisation. 

West African children who have lost one or both 
of their parents to Ebola are often bullied by peers 
and cast aside by elders. Abu intends to combat this 
mentality by working with local media and 
stakeholders to change the way these children are 
viewed and treated. 


He will fly to the US to start college immediately 
after this summer work, but his long term plan is to 
return to his homeland and continue his aid work. 

He said: “After university I will go back home 
and work to bring about a change in the society. I’m 
passionate about doing something meaningful - 
that’s my dream and what I am praying for. I am bit 
nervous about starting university so far from home, 
but I am sure my college experience will see me 
through the difficulties.” 

John Walmsley, principal at UWC Atlantic 
College, said: “Abu embodies the true nature of 
what we at UWC Atlantic College seek to inspire. 
We believe that education can be a true force for 
peace in our world, and we seek to instil this in each 
of our students. 

“As a VSO scholar, who intends to return home to 
help those in real need, Abu is a true example of this 
ethos in action. It is even more rewarding to know 
that the GoMad grant that will finance his aid work 
in Sierra Leone was itself created funded by UWC 
Atlantic College alumna.” 

The GoMAD project was first set up in 2001 by 
former UWC Atlantic College student Jill Longson 
(class of 81) and Colin Habgood. This year marks 
the first year that applications were expanded from 
UWC Atlantic College students to pupils from all 15 
UWC Colleges around the world.

Tae Kwon Do stars impress 


FOLLOWING on from her 
double gold success at the 
Ultimate 1-1 in January, 
athlete Ruth May and coach 
Master Paul Jones headed to 
the Yorkshire 1-1 in Bradford 
in early February. 

Ruth’s first match was up against a 
heavier girl, who Ruth had fought and 
defeated two years ago in a close final. 
Ruth dominated from the very start, 
scoring two body strong shots within 
the first five seconds. 

With the score at 5-0 at the end of 
the first round, Paul instructed Ruth to 
practice some new techniques during 
the next two rounds, including some 
headshots which very narrowly missed 
and several powerful back kicks, 
registering just below the required 
threshold but clearly hurting her 
opponent. 

Ruth was comfortably awarded gold 
having not conceded a single point, 
with the final score at 9-0. 

Ruth’s second match up was against 
GB player Leah Moorby, who is a 
world medallist and double European 
medallist. 

A slight confusion with matches 
being moved meant that Ruth found 
herself being called to ringside before 
she had even kitted up, let alone 
warmed up. 

Having been unbeaten in the UK for 
nearly four years, Moorby was 
confident in attack and took advantage 
of Ruth’s lack of a warm up and led 
comfortably at the end of the first 
round. 

During the second round, Ruth 
began to work tactically around 
Moorby’s fast front leg attack and 
appeared to land a three point axe kick 
to the back of Moorby’s headguard. 

However, the judges ruled that 
Moorby had instead landed at reverse 
headshot at the time of Ruth’s attack, 
giving her the points needed to win. 

In March, both Ruth and team mate 
Bethany Burt, who claimed gold and 


silver at the Ultimate 1-1, competed at 
the Ultimate Championships in 
Barnsley. 

Bethany was the first match on in 
her first junior open at a higher 
weight, having moved up from the 
Cadet category. 

A tough draw found her up against 
a GB junior who had competed at 
both the Cadet European and World 
Championships last year. 

A tight opening round saw 
Bethany’s opponent lead 2-0, scoring 
two straightforward body shots. 
During the second round, both girls 
appeared to connect to the head 
simultaneously; however it was ruled 
that only Bethany’s opponent had 
connected and Beth found herself 5-0 
down. 

Determined to fight back, Bethany 
managed to score a three point 
headshot to bring the score to 5-3 and 
followed it up with another very close 
face kick, narrowly missing. 

Unfortunately, having been unwell 
the week prior to the championships, 
Bethany found herself fatiguing 
towards the end of the third round and 
eventually bowed out to the GB girl 
in the quarter finals. 

Ruth made it to the final where she 
faced Leah Moorby once again. In a 
very much more relaxed and 
controlled fight, Ruth pressured 
Moorby with a variety of back kicks, 
head kicks and body shots, in 
particular a four point reverse 
headshot which very narrowly missed 
and a strong side kick which knocked 
her opponent off her feet. 

However, experience shone 
through in a fight that was very 
tightly contested for all three rounds, 
despite the final result which left Ruth 
with silver after a very much 
improved performance against a 
world class player.

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Cowbridge youth bring cup back 
home after nail-biting victory! 



PRIDE of place must go to the 
magnificent performance by the 
Cowbridge RFC youth team who won 
the Welsh Youth Challenge Cup at the 
Principality Stadium, beating Cardiff 
Metropolitan University. An amazing 
statistic is that in five rounds, only 30 
points were conceded and no tries. 

To keep the nerves at bay the squad met for 
breakfast at Farthings in Cowbridge. The tension 
was palpable with most of the breakfast eaten in 
relative silence. The reins were then handed to 
Mark Bradwick, from Mark Bradwick 
Photography, who was with the squad for the day. 

After numerous team photos and time to get 
everyone kitted out with additional socks and 
shorts, the packed bus left for Cardiff. 

When the bus arrived at the ground the reality 
set in and as the coach disappeared into the 
stadium the magnitude of the occasion was clear 
on the players faces. As the players entered the 
away changing rooms each of the shirts hung in 
their individual bays. 

At 3pm the players and coaches were allowed 
on to the pitch for a 20-minute warm up. The 
players and coaches walked out onto the hallowed 
Welsh turf, most of them for the first time. 

Youth rugby is for players up to under-19 and 
includes a range of ages. Cardiff Met are made 
entirely of third year youth players, so a physical 
battle lay ahead. 

Captain Dan Holder, won the toss and elected to 
kick off. Club captain Ben Jones was on the bench 
after a speedy return from a shoulder injury. 

Right from the kick off from outside half Cai 
Evans, Cowbridge chasers retained the ball and 
were on the front foot. After a sustained period of 


pressure, Cowbridge were awarded a penalty out to 
the right with Evans converting. 

Erom the restart. Matt Lock collected the ball 
and set up a ruck; the hard work was done up 
front, with big carries from Aaron Bowman, Craig 
Boxall and Eddie Drake, to allow a great clearance 
kick from Evans again. 

Play panned out with Cowbridge on the attack 
and any venture into the Cowbridge half was 
snuffed out by our defence. Superb defensive 
performances in midfield by Cameron Gibbon and 
Ashford Thomas ensured that the midfield 
remained impenetrable. 

Gibbon was replaced by James Bennett for a 
few minutes while he received treatment for a 
blood injury. Bennett seamlessly blended into the 
potent attacking partnership at centre. 


On a rare visit to the Cowbridge half late in the 
first period, Cardiff Met were awarded a penalty 
for offside at the breakdown. Cardiff Met 
converted. 

Cowbridge went straight back on the offensive. 
They were illegally stopped by a Met prop who 
received a yellow card for his efforts just short of 
half-time. Unfortunately, the play from the 
resultant scrum led to a knock on and the first half 
drew to a close, the score 3-3 at half-time. 

At the interval Cowbridge changed the power 
house, with Bowman and Lock, making way for 
Ben Jones and Owain Thomas-Jenkins. 

Both made an impact from the restart with 
Thomas-Jenkins gathering the high ball and 
carrying well, breaking tackles. 

Cowbridge lifted the tempo and brought wings 
Dan Bunney and Erazer McGhann into the attack 
with increasing regularity. Any attempt to clear the 
lines that didn’t cross the whitewash was returned 
with interest from the impressive full back Lloyd 
James. 

Wave after wave of attack resulted in the first 
disallowed try of the day, with Cowbridge 
adjudged to have been held up over the line. Erom 
the resultant scrum. Holder picked up and went 
close. 

Scrum half Hywel Williams marshalled the 
troops and attacked down the blindside, but he was 
ruled to have been held up for a second disallowed 
try. This time, from the scrum. Holder went to the 
open side and offloaded to Williams, who was 
again just short of the line. 

The forwards went for the short yards and 
allowed Williams to get back into position, while 
great carries by Scott Griffith and Joe Davies kept 
the pressure on the Met line and led to another 
penalty. Evans converted from the right side of the 
pitch again to take the score to 6-3. 

By now the Met were back up to a full 
complement of players, Cowbridge made their 
third change with Adam Dix replacing Williams at 
scrum half. 

After taking the lead for the second time, the 
Cowbridge forwards combined well with the backs 
to launch another period of positive play, shifting 
the pace of the game through the gears. 

It was testament to the fitness and team 
character that every time the coaches asked for 
more, the players delivered. Again, the attack was 
led by Evans with the livewires of Davies, Jones, 
Holder and Griffith leading the onslaught in the 
loose, with Tom Evans, Drake and Boxall 
dominating the tight play. 


This led to an exceptional passage of play which 
resulted in the first try of the game, awarded to 
Drake. Evans converted with his easiest kick of the 
day to make it 13-3 to Cowbridge with 17 minutes 
to go. 

With increasing confidence, forwards and backs 
linked in open play from the restart with James 
impressing again with elusive runs from full back, 
linking well with Davies. 

Unfortunately, Cowbridge were unable to extend 
the lead and Cardiff Met were awarded a penalty 
with 10 minutes to go. They converted to take the 
score to within a converted try, which would lead 
to a draw, meaning the cup would to be shared. 

The final 10 minutes were nail-biting, with most 
of the game played in midfield, and Met pressing 
for the try - but the Cowbridge defence remained 
unbreachable. 

Bennett returned to the pitch for Gibbon at 
centre and James Holder replaced his brother at 
number 8, with Dan having left everything on the 
pitch. George Thomas replaced Evans at hooker 
with Sam Richards replacing Boxall at prop. 

All players seamlessly took their positions and 
upped the physicality in defence. With seconds to 
go. Met were told there was enough time for the 
lineout and so kicked for the comer. 

Cowbridge feared history would repeat itself 
with the 15-man catch and drive. The throw went 
in and Richards, leaping like a man possessed, 
stole the lineout, the forwards secured the ball, Dix 
cleared and the final whistle was blown. Einal 
score 13-6 to Cowbridge. 

This has been a great journey for both the youth 
and the club. Lour seasons ago the youth were at 
the bottom of the Blues E league - three 
consecutive promotions and a Welsh Youth Cup 
semi-final last season, and now to win the cup, 
shows just how far this team has come, and the 
strength of the players coming through the junior 
section. These players have created club history. 

As well as our season-long sponsors, the 
committee, coaches and players would like to 
thank all the staff at Earthings for a great start to 
the day and a breakfast made for champions, Mark 
Bradwick Photography, and Vale Marketing Ltd, 
C.S. Boxall Plumbing and Dai Evans for the 
additional sponsorship for the final.
